eiro on the steamer Italian, Prince. 


The whaler put into Rio De Janeiro 


after two of 'the crew had died of 
smallpox, with seven others ill. 'with 
the disease and with the twenty-sev- 
en men remaining of :-the crew frantic 
to leave the vessel, which they de- 
Blared had been cursed. 


The cruise began. Mrs. 
Haggerty 


said, lasr October from the island of 
Fayal in the Azores. After the bri- 
had been out some time the smallpox 
began with one isolated case, a sail- 
or. 
Despite precaution the disease 


spread until nine sailors 
were ill. 


Days followed when owing to the fear 
which spread among the members of 
the crow 'the brig drifted along al- 
most like a deserted sheip 


With Mrs. Haggerty on board the 


vessel were her two children. 


A f t e r landing at Rio De Janeiro she 


remained -;here until the disease had 
beui stamped out on the Sulluan.

The petrified forest of Arizona, a* It 


Is commonly called, has been estimat- 
ed by scientists woo have explored it 
to embrace a territory 
about eight 


miles square. This includes the three 
flections of the forest, says the New 
York Sun. 


The first or northern section and the 


second or middle section differ consid- 
erably from the third, since the trees 
of the latter, which have thus fsr been 
exposed, are not varicolored, but of a 
uniformly dark hue, at times ap- 
proaching black. 


Recent examinations of the Painted 


Pcscrt. where the deposits are located. 
Indicate that thus far only a part has 
been uncovered, and that the forest is 
of far greater extent than has been 
thought. Every year the action of the 
elements brings to 
view more and 


more of it. and there is evidence that 
it reaches considerably 
beyond the 


boundaries already denned. 


The curious positions in which pome 


of the petrified trees have been found 
have possibly caused more attention 
to l.e given to this feature of the for- 
est than to the wonderful variety of 
quartz into which the wood has been 
converted, as well as the manner in 
which uature has exposed these trunks 
which hav© perhaps been turned to 
stone since the mesozoic age. 


The term deposit as applied to this 


formation is perhaps more appropriate 
than forest, since people are apt to 
regard a forest as growth of trees in 
the natural position. Only in a very 
few instances have trunks been found 
standing upright 


The most notable formation is famil- 


iar to all who have visited this place— 
a portion of a trunk held in an Invert- 
rd position with stubs of petrified 
root? still clinging to the butt. Prac- 
tically all of the trees, however, are 
prostrate and it is safe to say not one 
is of its original length. 


Even the so-called natural bridge 


which spans a little ravine in the mid- 
dle deposit is probably but a section of 
tlie original tree, although it has been 
exposed for a distance of 111 feet. 


With this exception, and a few logs 


rancinq from 20 to 30 feet in length, 
tho great mass of the material is in 
small pieces. Glancing at some of the 
deposits at the foot of the mesa, the 
regularity with which they have been 
broken off by nature arouses curiosity. 
It would seem as if some one had 
come hem in prehistoric times with 
,':nv and axe and cut the logs into 
suitable lengths for planking, even in- 
to as small sizes as shingle bolts. 


Tho incisions across tfle butts are 


made as evenly as if done with a sharp 
Made. When* the bark has retained its 
natural color the illusion is even more 
perfect. In fact there are acres of this 
loimation which look as if the lumber- 
man had just left it; yet every bit of 
the work has been done by the action 
of the elements.

Taue the wild camel's keenest sense. 
according to Even Heden. Is that of 
smell. H* waa told by afc experienced 
camel banter that It can «*nt a man 
thirteen miles off! Tb« deer, again. 
ba» been known to take fright at the 
scent of a man twenty-four boars after 
be bad passed the spot. In two species 
of armadillo, according to Mr. W. H. 
Hudson, the sense of smell is so mar- 
veloutly acute tbat it has m»de sight 
superfluous, and they are blind, or 
next door to It. 


It Is not easy to see what use the 


characteristic smell possessed by so 
many animals can be to the species, 
except In such extreme cases as me 
skunk and civet Here, indeed, it is a 
veritable noli me tangere addressed 
to the reel of the animal world. But 
la the case of the fox, for example, it 
seems altogether a disadvantage and a 
danger to have such a strong smell. 
A pheasant had its nest in a wood for 
two or three years, and yet was never 
discovered byi the dogs—retrievers, 
pointers and fox terriers—which pass- 
ed and repassed it several times a day. 
In the case of the pampas deer describ- 
ed by the "Naturalist in Le Plata" the 
smell may be a warning to its ene- 
mies that it is not good to eat. The 
scent is as strong as that of the skunk, 
though less disagreeable. Its powerful 
odor reaches the 
wanderer on the 


pampas when the animaj is not even in 
sight. The gauchos of the district say 
that it preserves the deer from snakes, 
which dulike the smell. 
And such 


great faith have they in the efficacy 
of the protection that they tie strips 
of the deer's skin, which, still retain 
the smell, round the necks of valuable 
horses and turn them out to graze 
where snakes abound. 


Animals; indeed, in many coses seem 


to be strangely 
affected by smells. 


Thus dog stealcrs arc said to use a 
scent so beloved of the canine race 
that a dog will follow any one who 
smells of it. They carry in their pock- 
ets what is known as "dog stealer's 
pudding," which is merely a piece of 
linen which has been boiled and fla- 
vored with valerian. So fascinating is 
the odor that no dog will bite a man 
who has a piece of the so-called pud- 
din:; in his pocket. And even the lion 
is said to be subdued by the scent ot 
lavender. 
Trainers should take the 


hint, for it is said that no one has 
ever been attacked who took the pre- 
caution to use this perfume. Most an- 
imals, indeed, seern to be fascinated 
bj the smell of lavender. Experiments 
have been tried at the zoo and else- 
where. The leopard takes the scented 
ball In its paws and rubs it over its- 
face; the lion lays its head on the 
scented fragment and purrs; the tiger 
is thrown into an ecstacy of delight, 
pleasure beaming from his eyes. A 
dog, however, on which the writer of 
these notes tried the effects of a hand- 
kerchief soaked 
in lavender water, 


showed its dislike by backing away 
under the table when the scent was 
brought near its nose. On cats the 
effect was similar. A knowledge of 
this fact sometimes proves of service 
when a dog or cat becomes too af- 
fectionate. 
So the dislike of insects 


to certain perfumes may be of use to 
their victims. "What is it in the scout 
of music and geranium," asks a writer 
in a gardening paper, "that house flies 
dislike? 
Thry leave a room in hot 


haste if geraniums are flowering on 
the window sill. It seems to be tho 
leaf perfume they dislike, for I have 
heard of medical men and nurses plac- 
ing geranium loaves near a patient's 
bed in order to keep off flies." Flics 
are also said to dislike the perfume 
of gardenia. "Wasps, again, are saia 
to avoid sweet peas, but this scorns to 
require confirmation.

Then it will take a big jump 
lo the side and run a certain distance 
before finally taking up its quarters 
Sometimes this performance is repeat- 
ed two or three times. But the device 
of tho "Springfield fox," as related by 
Mr. Seton Thomson, is worthy cvon of 
Reynard tho sly.

commissioned Officers. 


STUNTS MEN PERFORM. 


Every Officer BeeMM* • Skilled In- 


structor In HofMUMHShlp— Horse* 
Action* Controlled By Various 
Manipulations of the Reins—Spe- 
cial Harness Provided. 


Tfee large proportion of cavalry in 


tbe French army requires an unusual 
complement of commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers. 
The Captains 


and Lieutenants are educated at St. 
Cyr—tbe West Point of France. 
As 


Saumur turns out tbe bulk of the non- 
commissioned officers, its attendance 
ranges in the thousands. 


While some of the drill* at the 


American schools are merely given for 
exhibition purposes and are not in- 
tended to be executed in actual war- 
fare, the French cavalry "officer is ex- 
pected to be able to put bis horse on 
the battlefield through all the paces 
that he does in the riding ball or on 
.the

the French cavalry officers are prob- 
ably the best equestrians in Europe 
on account of the instructions they 
receive. 


The first lessons given the novice 


are in knowledge of his mount. He 
becomes so experienced that be can 
detect the slightest sense of vicious- 
ness h: the animal. Thus, when riding 
a horse for the first time he is on the 
alert for any tricks which the animal 
may try to play uu«n him. 


To acquire a seat he is first put on a 


horse thoroughly broken in all the 
gaits and a gentle animal, using an 
ordinary single bit and a blanket In 
lieu of a saddle. This is the course 
followed at some of the American, 
schools in order that the rider may 
get the proper grip with the knees and 
balance himself to the motions of the 
horse; but it is only one chapter In 
the management of a horse at Sau- 
mur. 


The expert cavalry officer is expect- 


ed to be able to keep a flrm seat ot: 
any sort of mount, no matter how frac- 
tious or vicious, and to perfect him 
horses are trained purposely to kick, 
balk, rear and buck. Frequently thor- 
oughbreds are selected for this pur- 
pose, as they are especially mettle- 
some. 


A twitch of the rein on one side 


causes him to kick with his forefeet, 
while a twitch of the opposite side 
makes him kick out behind. 


The horse is generally placed be- 


tween two posts padded with leather, 
so that neither animal nor rider may 
be injured by coming in contact with 
them. The horse is hitched between 
the posts with broad straps of leather 
or canvas attached to the headgear, 
so that it is impossible for him to 
break loose. 


He is then put through a course of 


stunts which seldom fail to dismount 
the rider who is unaccustomed to 
these movements, no matter how pro- 
ficient ho may be in riding a horse 
trotting, loping or even going over 
hurdles. 
While he may bo thrown 


sidewise from the saddle or backward, 
he is apt to be pitched over the ani- 
mal's head and into the arms of the 
men waiting to break his fall. 


Going through a daily lesson of this 


sort undor the o\e of a drill sergeant, 
ihe rider by degrees gets such a firm 
seat that it takes a vicious bucker or 
balker to throi> him Then he is put 
on a free horse and tries him In the 
riding hall or on Ihe field. 


Practice of this kind forms the 


final course of instruction, and upon 
its conclusion ho is ready to be as- 
signed to tho squadron. The instruc- 
tion includes jumping of all kinds, 
from taking a simple hurdle to going 
over a ditch and hedg<\ 


In short, the French subaltern offi- 


cers arc as expert in cross country 
riding as many of the crack fox hunt- 
ers in this country and Great Britain. 
As an exhibition of their skill it is a 
common thin.a; for the riders at Sau- 
mur to jump their horses over dinner 
tables without touching dishes or 
food. 


If one happens to be riding along 


a highway and a wagon obstructs his 
course he puts the spurs to his horse 
aiul makes R flying leap over it. When 
p. squadron is on a practice march it 
is a common thing to take fences five 
foot in height and over. 


But, as already stated, the French- 


men do not go through these perform- 
nnces merely for exhibition. 
It is a 


part of their ordinary diill. ami it 
their riders practice high jumps, loach 
their horse» to stand oroct on th<Mr 
hind lens and to go ever a dinner ta- 
blo ot a cart, these- exorcises are in- 
dulged in not for the pleasure they 
give tho riders, but to accustom them 
to unusual conditions and to tram 
thoir horses to unusual acts. 


As a result of this training every 


officer partimtert at Saumur becomes 
a skilled instructor in horsemanship 
and the troopers of the squadron to 
which he Is attached got the benefit 
of it.

manship
